Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The examiner has previously addressed the motivation to modify Lueth with the teachings of 
Reinhard in the final Office Action. Specific motivation can be found in Column 1 , lines 29 and 30. 

Applicant's arguments as to the destruction of Reinhard are irrelevant since the examiner does not present a modification of Reinhard. 
Reinhard is merely used for the suggestion of the provision of a front member to protect a varying number of retained blades. 

As to the "wire-like" members, as admitted by the applicant, a "wire-like" member does not require a specific cross-sectional shape (see 
page 11, lines 12-16 of the applicant's amendment received 3/4/2004). A "wire-like" member need only be long and thin. The frame of 
Lueth is formed of long, thin members. The fact that they have an i-beam cross section does not detract from the fact that they are 

"wire-like". 

As to the applicant's arguments that Lueth is not "generally flat", the examiner points to Figure 5 of Lueth.
